And the 
Lord said unto him, Arise, and go into 
the city, and it' shall be told thee what 
thou must do. And there was a 
certain disciple at Damascus, named 
Ananias; and to him said the Lord 
in a vision, Ananias.

AN in his natural state is far away 

from God and far separated from 
the things that please God. In the Word 
of God he is described as “hating God” 
(2 Chron. 19:2), “hating righteousness” 
and the righteous (Ps. 34:21) and hav- 
ing the light of truth (John 3:20). Such 
hatred could include God’s will and all 
His gracious workings in man. 

Perhaps there was no greater champion 
of sin and opposition to Jesus and His 
truth than this Saul of Tarsus, the ac- 
knowledged “chief of sinners,” “blas- 
phemer,” and bitter opposer of Jesus and 
His great cause. But Jesus died for Saul 
and all sinners; all this hatred and enmi- 
ty was “slain on the cross” that He 
might redeem them from all sin and 
bring them into full and blessed fellow- 
ship ard harmony with Himself. The 
starting point to this miraculous recov- 
ery is the penitent’s prayer. Saul of Tar- 
sus has made the start, he is praying. 


A GREAT STEP 


With godly sorrow for sin and repent- 
ance for sin, the sinner calls upon the 
Lord. The Lord answers and receives him. 
Saul of Tarsus has reached the place of 
penitence. His sins have come to the sur- 
face. He never saw them before. He has 
found himself now, a poor, lost soul 
fighting against his best friend, the Sav- 
ior of sinners, who loved and died for 
him, His soul has never been so moved. 
Something must be done. He is surren- 
dering to the despised One of yesterday. 
He is calling for help. He is ready to re- 
ceive mercy and blessing from the hands 
of Him whom he had hated and perse- 
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cuted. On his face, on the ground, and 
what is more, his sinful heart is uncov- 
ered before the eyes of the “crucified 
One.” He now prays the penitent’s 
prayer and is coming to the Lord in the 
right way to be saved. 


REPENTANCE, THE LORD’S WAY 


This is the Lord’s prescribed way. 
There is no other way to get into the 
road to heaven. Only those who repent 
and accept Jesus start that way. “Repent 
ye theretore and be converted that your 
sins may be blotted out, when the times 
of refreshing shall come from the pres- 
ence of the Lord,” Acts 3:19. 

REQUIRED OF ALL 

God’s Word to all is “repent or per- 
ish.” It was Jesus who brought Saul of 
Tarsus down, and it was Jesus who said, 
“Except ye repent ye shall all likewise 
perish,” Luke 13:3, and how plain the 
words of Acts 17:30, “But now God 
commandeth all men everywhere to re- 
pent.” No one approaching God for this 
favor and blessing could find any ac- 
ceptance unless he comes_ with full re- 
pentance for sin and renunciation of all 
unrighteousness. This is beyond question 
the manner in which the _ great sinner, 
Saul of Tarsus, came. 


THE NATURE OF REPENTANCE 


The psalmist describes the wicked as 
being sick, nauseated, and afflicted, be- 
cause of their transgressions and iniqui- 
ties, and that “they draw near to the 
gates of death” and then they cry unto 
the Lord and He saves them (Psa. 107: 
17-19). 


Sinners must be convinced in their own 
mind, of the evil of his sin and of God’s 
attitude to it. But more than this, before 
he can pray the true prayer of penitence 
that brings God’s mercy and pardon, he 
must feel the burden and guilt of his sin 
pressing deeply and sensibly, in his inner 
consciousness. It is evident that when Saul 
of Tarsus found himself face to face with 
the Christ, he realized the enormity of his 
sin and felt the great evil of his sin, It is 
written by another, “My sin is ever be- 
fore me” (Psa. 51:3), and Jesus’ own 
words again, “He that believeth not is 
condemned already” (John 3:36). Only 
as men come face to face with the wick- 
edness of their sins are they enabled to 
renounce them and cry to God accepta- 
bly for deliverance. The fact that men do 
not sincerely pray to God for the pardon 
of their sins proves that they have not 
squarely faced them and do not realize 


how terrible it is that they have sinned 
against God. 


A STATE OF REPENTANCE IS PRO- 
DUCED BY THE OPERATION 
OF THE HOLY GHOST 


Jesus said when the Holy Ghost is 
come into the world “He will reprove the 
world of sin and of righteousness and of 
judgment” (John 16:8). Whatever may 
be connected with the mighty workings 
of the gospel of Jesus, the part attributed 
to the Holy Ghost cannot be overlooked. 
This awakening of the sinner, which 
brings him to his senses, where he sees 
his need and begins to call upon the 
Lord, is a direct result of the operation 
of the Spirit of God upon the faculties 
of the soul that has been dead in tres- 
passes and sins. Whatever may be the 
means used in awakening the soul that 
is dead in trespasses and sins, it is the 
work of the Spirit. No means can accom- 
plish this result apart from the Spirit of 
God, no message, warning or plea what- 
ever .can bring about this change if used 
apart from the Spirit of God. 


MEANS USED BY THE HOLY 
GHOST 


Various means are used by the Holy 
Ghost in bringing sinners to repentance. 
First, he uses the gospel which is God’s 
Word. Jesus said, “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature” (Mark 16:15), and further, it 
is stated by the Apostle Paul that it 
pleased God “by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe,” and 
it does still, as the gospel is “preached 
with the power of the Holy Ghost sent 
down from heaven.” Great spiritual 
awakenings are brought about through 
the proper presentation of the gospel. 


Second, the prayers, testimonies, and 
lives of God’s true children are a means 
used by the Holy Ghost in awakening 
sinners and bring them to a state of true 
penitence, where they call upon God for 
salvation. Many a time a_ whole com- 
munity has been graciously visited with 
revival power through the efforts of a 
single Christian. 

Third, the Holy Ghost sometimes uses 
different means and providences to bring 
men to repentance. It is said that “the 
goodness of God leadeth thee to repent- 
ance” (Rom. 2:4). Sometimes the loss of 
loved ones, the loss of property, or the 
loss of health, may lead one to Christ. We 
are not told of other means used to bring 
about Paul’s conviction and conversion,

ETHIOPIA AND THE JEWS 
By Rev. W. M. Christie, D. D. 

The Arabs and the Abyssinians both 
tell us that when the Queen of Sheba, 
Makeda by name, visited Solomon, she be- 
came one of his many wives and their son, 
Menelik, was the first of the dynasty 
that still rules in our day. The kingdom 
of that time was, of course, in South 
Arabia, but in the fifth century B. C. 
Semitic Ethiopians began to settle in the 
present Abyssinia, and about the year 400 
B. C. we are told of “‘curly-haired” and 
“straight-haired” inhabitants of that dis- 
trict, Negroid and Semitic types. 

In 24 B. C. the Romans came into 
contact with a queen of the name of Can- 
dace, the first of a series of queens of 
that name (Acts 8:27), and from her 
time till the death of Nero the Romans 
were casting covetous eyes on this land, 
which formed the great emporium, or 
exchange between the East and the West. 

At the beginning of the fourth cen- 
tury one-half of the population were 
pagans, and the other half Jews in re- 
ligion, though not in race. In the year 
316 a Christian trader was wrecked on 
the Eritrean coast, and was made a pris- 
oner and a slave. His life and teaching, 
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however, so influenced the k in g, 
Aezianes, and the royal family, that they 
accepted the Gospel, and forthwith Fru- 
mentius became the “Apostle of 
Ethiopia.” The greater part of the Jewish 
population, already partially enlightened, 
were soon led to an acceptance of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. A small minority re- 
tained its Judaism, and are represented by 
the Falashas, or “black Jews” of to-day. 


Naturally, the Bible was wanted in the 
tongue of the people, and accordingly 
translation was at once commenced. Be- 
tween 320 and 678 not only the Old and 
New Testaments, with the exception of 
Revelation, but also many apocryphal 
and ecclesiastical books were presented in 
Ethiopic dress. Now of the earlier litera- 
ture of the country there remained only 
some Jewish volumes named Te’ezaza San- 
bat, or “Sabbath Writings,” but these be- 
came a model for style in all subsequent 
literature—so much so that even the 
chronicles have a biblical tone and taste. 
Among the books then translated are sev- 
eral that have since been lost to the 
world in their original tongues, the best 
known of which are the Book of Jubi- 
lees and the Book of Enoch. In the pre- 
servation of these we have a service ren- 
dered to mankind by the Jews through 
the Ethiopians. 


In the Middle Ages Ethiopia was an 
outpost of the Christian world, and from 
time to time did what they could to pro- 
tect persecuted Christians against the 
Moslems, and even against the South 
Arabian Jewish king, Abu-Nowas, in 522 
A. D. But in later times they had them- 
selves much to endure from the Jesuits, 
who were three times expelled. At the 
time of the Reformation che Pope had 
thoughts of sending Ignatius Loyala to 
“convert” the Ethiopians, but, changing 
his mind, he kept him at home “to fight 
the Protestants.” 


The first record of Evangelical mission 
work in the country is that recorded of 
Peter Heyling, a native of Lubeck, who 
settled there in 1632, wrought eighteen 
years, translated the Gospel of John into 
Amharic, the modern language, and who 
was, in 1652, beheaded in Cairo, on re- 
fusing to become a Moslem. 

During the next two centuries Moslem 
and Galla invasions did much to weaken 
the empire. To Europe, however, it was 
again opened to the world by James 
Bruce, the explorer, who brought home 
copies of their hitherto unknown books. 
About 1830 the Christian world became 
interested in Ethiopia and sent out mis- 
sionaries, in the first instance to the 
Falashas. Chief of these were Gobat, 
Stern, and Flad. The “bloodless” war of 
1868 spoiled their enterprise, but in re- 
cent years the work has been taken up

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Distress With Perplexity 


A two thousand years ago, as 

recorded in the twenty-first chapter 
of Luke, Christ, in company with a num- 
ber of his faithful few, stood in the tem- 
ple at Jerusalem, and in glowing language 
gave an account of the spiritual, physical 
and economic suffering that would come 
before His second advent. 


We notice that Luke 21:25 says, 
“Distress of nations with perplexity.” 
The definition of the word “distress” is 
as follows: To make intricate, extreme 
pain, a siate of danger, affliction, misery, 
to make miserable. 


Since civilization spread her golden 
wings over the world and has brought in 
an age of learning, prosperity, and gen- 
eral intellectual progress, there never has 
been a time of distress as it now exists. 
The United States with approximately 
one hundred and twenty million people, 
is and has been passing through the 
greatest economic crisis in her history. 
About thirty million peop'e, directly or 
indirectly, are on the relief rolls of the 
nation. This is only an index finger 
pointing to the extreme pain that has 
come to the physical side of life. We 
are in a land of plenty and yet in the 
midst of this distress has fallen upon the 
lives of millions. The “bread basket,” 
which is the great West, will never over- 
come the distress of drought which has 
rendered thousands homeless and __help- 
less. The drought that is now ravaging 
the Carolinas, Georgia, North Dakota 
and other states, is only adding to the 
physical wants of a once happy people. 


It is said that about fifty million peo- 
ple are killed in the United States every 
year by automobile, and this number will 
certainly be larger this year. Why does 
this come about? This is an age of dis- 
tress which is a prelude to the coming 
of Jesus. Suicides are increasing, insane 
asylums are overpopulated now, peniten- 
tiaries are overflowing with some of the 
most desperate criminals that can be 
found on the earth. People are leaving 
their homes by the thousands as a result 
of foreclosures. 

The story of excessive taxation, extrav- 
agance, and the inevitable result has 
rocked thousands to sleep and they are 
drunk. We have an enormous debt now 
looking the American people in the face. 
In the face of this colossal figure, there 
are about 20,000,000 unemployed people 
in our country. The number, according 
to authorities, is increasing. All incomes 
apparently have diminished. 

The definition of the word “perplex- 
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ity” as applied to the world, just simply 
means that the nations and their leaders 
do not know which way to go nor what 
to do. 

The United States government is very 
greatly perplexed about the economical 
crisis and it often resorts to one thing and 
then to another, only to be entangled 
again. 

China, the broad, old, ancient empire, 
is facing destiny in the way of war, fam- 
ine, and starvation. Thousands over there 
are dying on the plains, mountains, in the 
valleys, As Japan pushes her way into the 
rugged country, distress in all its hor- 
ror increases. 

Japan, the Land of the Rising Sun, has 
so burdened her people with taxation and 
preparations for war, until the people of 
that land are sitting in the lap of distress. 
She has grown used to earthquakes, fires, 
famines. 

The Holy Land, the cradle of civiliza- 
tion, is now being guarded by British 
marines. Distress there faces the Jews as 
well as the Arabs. Who knows but that 
this perplexing problem will shock the 
world, war will follow, and civilization 
be destroyed. 

France, the nation that has faced a 
thousand wars, is in the grip of fear that 
prevents sleep to her once happy people. 
Millions of men are under arms, looking 
for the on-coming Germans, Along the 
frontier that borders Germany, she has 
erected fortifications for one hundred 
and twenty-five miles. Many of their 
forts are built three stories into the earth. 
You know there must be distress when 
the approach of all airplanes seem to car- 
ry fear of poison gas to millions. 

England, the Mistress of the Seas, is 
working day and night in anticipation 
of a titanic conflict that now hangs over 
the horizon of every European nation. 
Her dreams to protect millions of peo- 
pl reach far into the night. This dear 
old nation, the land of our forefathers, is 
perplexed, distressed, and troubled.

Humility

Text: “Humble yourselves in the sight 
of the Lord, and he shall lift you up.” 
James 4:10. 


WE want each reader to think upon 
the above scripture, We are living 
in an age of pride and haughtiness. We 
find Paul in writing to Timothy says 
that in the last days people would be 
proud, etc. So we know that this is cer- 
tainly being fulfilled to-day. Proud, 
haughty, high-minded, lovers of self, 
and pleasures. But now the main. thought 
we wish to bring to the mind of each 
reader is humility. Some, no doubt, are 
made to wonder how it is that there is 
such a falling away among churches and 
individuals who profess to be followers 
of Christ. We find in the Word of God 
that there has got to come a falling away 
before the Revelation of Christ (or day 
of Christ to reign one thousand years, 


etc.) but now we wish to bring to each 
of you some things that will cause this 
falling away among followers of Christ 
and a'so the only source whereby we 
shall be made able to stand in the evil 
day and have God’s approval on our 
lives. 

In our text James says for us to hum- 
ble ourselves before the Lord and He 
shall lift us up, and th: Apostle Peter, I 
believe, says for us to humble ourselves 
under the hand of God and He would 
exalt us in due time. James further says 
that God giveth grace unto the humble 
but resisteth (or faileth to hold up) the 
proud. Here we see if we fail to follow 
Christ in a humble way, God will not 
give us of His grace, and we know 
without it we would fall. We must 
be humble, prayerful, obedient, sincere 
before God for Him to keep us from 
falling away from our standing with 
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Him. The devil, our adversary, is always 
tempting and trying to get us to yield 
ourselves to him, therefore, God has 
promised through His grace towards us 
to enable us to resist the devil, abhor 
evil, and cling to the good, but we have 
to walk and live in the right attitude 
toward God to secure His help. There is 
only one way to secure His help and 
that’s through humility before Him. 
We must also continually seek Him, 
consecrate ourselves into His hands and 
let Him rule and have the preeminence 
in our lives. 

Pride will cause God to withdraw 
from us His grace and help because he 
resisteth the proud. Solomon says in 
Prov. 6:16. 17, “These six things doth 
the Lord hate: yea, seven are an abomi- 
nation unto him: A proud look, lying 
tongue, and hands that shed _ innocent 
blood.” There are many things we could 
mention on this line which would cause 
us to lose out with God, but we wish 
to call your attention to pride for one 
thing. Solomon again says, “Pride goeth 
before destruction, and an_ haughty 
spirit before a fall.” Beware, my friend, 
if you are very proud there may be a 
falling place before you for just as sure 
as God’s Word is true, if pride takes 
the preeminence in your life, you are 
sure to fall from grace unless you 
change your way. 

There is one more thing I wish to call 
your attention to. James 2:2-10, “If 
there come unto your assembly a man 
with a gold ring, in goodly apparel, and 
there come in also a poor man in vile 
raiment; And ye have respect to him 
that weareth the gay clothing, and say 
unto him, Sit thou here in a good place; 
and say to the poor, Stand thou there, 
or sit here under my footstool: Are ye 
not then partial in yourselves, and are 
become judges of evil thoughts? Heark- 
en, my beloved brethren, Hath not God 
chosen the poor of this world rich in 
faith, and heirs of the kingdom which 
he hath promised to them that love him? 
But ye have despised the poor. Do not 
rich men oppress you, and draw you be- 
fore the judgment seats? Do not they 
blaspheme that worthy name by which 
ye are called? If ye fulfill the royal law 
according to the scripture, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself, ye do 
well: But if ye have respect to persons, 
ye commit sin, ard are convinced of the 
law as transgressors. For whosoever 
shall keep the whole law, and yet of- 
fend in one point, he is guilty of all.” 

Now dear friends, these words need 
no explanation, but I want to say this 
much, I have seen people in the Church 
of God so proud until it looked like they 
didn’t want to associate with certain 
other members of the Church because

In Travacore, India — fifty-eight 
churches, over four thousand members 
with pastors, deacons and all, joined the 
Church of God bringing their property 
with them. 

Oocatamund, India — Baptist church 
opened doors to us, the minister’s daugh- 
ter received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost a few days ago and the minister 
himself is seeking the blessing. Before 
this article reaches you they will have had 
a meeting of their board deciding the 
question of uniting with The Church of 
God and deeding property. 

A fine Swedish missionary who speaks 
five languages fluently ‘and is a professor 
of Greek, with his wife and_ five 
churches, has unanimously agreed and 
united with the Church of God. Brother 
Ingram writes us that the power of God 
fell in every service, that messages and 
interpretations were given that he 
(Brother Ingram) was sent of God to 
gather them into one fold. Hundreds and 
hundreds are receiving the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost in the various meetings. 

There are several other groups of peo- 
ple that are seriously considering coming 
in with us. Isn’t this indeed marvelous 
how God is helping to carry this message 
over the world? Brother Ingram says it 
is too marvelous to believe, it seems, when 
one sees it with his own eyes. (You 
will note a more complete report in 
Brother Ingram’s letter which will ap- 
pear in the mission department of the 
Evangel in next issue.) 

The fiery flames of missionary zeal are 
bursting forth in the States, burning 
hearts and cold purse strings, pouring in 
offerings to carry this message to the lost 
and dying in the foreign lands. Even our 
smaller congregations are responding 
heartily, and special effort is being made 
in collecting our mission quota through- 
out all the states. In Alabama and In- 
diana, at the state meetings, the cash of- 
ferings for foreign missions were over 
one hundred dollars each; in North Caro- 
lina, over two hundred dollars; last week 
in the Florida convention, over five 
hundred dollars; in Tennessee state meet- 
ing, to be exact, $626.68 in cash. 

To some mission boards the above 
amounts might appear very insignificant, 
but it makes our hearts warm with praise 
to God that our people are catching the 
missionary spirit and realizing there is 
such a great work for us to do.

Come on, West Virginia, South Caro- 
lina, and others! An open door is before 
us, an opportunity to help reach the lost 
and dying in the far away fields. We 
have a number of good consecrated, 
Holy-Ghost-filled men and women who 
have received definite calls to the mis- 
sion fields and are eager to go and give 
their lives to those poverty-stricken, un- 
sanitary, unhealthful places in order that 
they might win souls to Christ. Do you 
not feel the fire this morning in your 
soul? My eyes are filled with tears as I 
dictate these words and I hope that God 
will grip the hearts of many, far and 
near, that we will rise up, gird ourselves 
and see that the Lord is leading us into 
white, golden, bending harvest fields. 


How beautiful are the words of St. 
Paul, and how profound and filled with 
such great meaning are the words in 1 
Cor. 3:9: “For ye are laborers together 
with God.” The Corinthians were natu- 
rally proud of their great men and what 
they could do and Paul reminded them 
that “Ye are laborers together with God,” 
not apart from Him. We are co-partners 
with Him. All power is of God, all the 
glory belongs to God, yet the power is so 
adjusted that all—absolutely all—of the 
responsibility, rests with us. Everywhere 
we see divine power and human agency. 
Either element when left to itself fails. 
Men have blundered concerning this sub- 
ject. They have built humane systems 
only, systems of philosophy, to try to 
meet the need of the human heart, leav- 
ing God and His supernatural power out, 
and they have failed. In fact, you may be 
able to win people by argument, convert 
them to your theories, but in order to 
save the soul, to change the heart, it 
takes the power of God. Man is a fallen 
creature with no strength to help him- 
self or to lift himself out of his awful 
plight. 

On the other hand, the divine element 
fails as utterly when separated from the 
human agency. “How then shall they call 
on him whom they have not believed? 


and how shall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a _ preacher?” 


Therefore, you see the human agency. It 
is not God’s plan that angels should 
preach His gospel. When God used an 
angel, He sent to Cornelius, and his mes- 
sage to Cornelius was to send for the 
minister. The responsibility is upon man, 


and he is dependent upon God. The man 
who can sit in a leaky boat and fold his 
arms, thinking that if it is the Lord’s 
great will he will be saved, will find that 
it is God’s great will for him to go t 
the bottom. God has no use for such a 
man. The churches that undertake to let 
the Lord do all their work, will find that 
it will never, no never be done. The di- 
vine element, or God’s part fails when 
man is unfaithful to his part. For in- 
stance, God gives us the soil, the sun- 
light, the moisture, nourishment and the 
germ of life, but these are not enough 
left to themselves. The world will only 
produce thistles and weeds. God requires 
us to use our thought, our nerve, our 
plan, our skill—WORK, then it can be 
said that you and God can produce a 
loaf of bread. 

Did you ever occur to you that the 
Church of God goes forward or is re- 
tarded according as we are active or neg- 
ligent? The man who carries the burden, 
who gets under the tremendous pressure, 
who agonizes in the darkness, is not the 
man to be pitied for God is with him 
and his strength in the Lord is renewed 
daily; but the man who fears the dangers 
and is unwilling to make the sacrifice is 
lean in his soul and is to be pitied. 

We think of Brother Ingram as he 
left California on his world-wide tour. 
I visited his home just after he had 
sailed, and as his wife and children told 
of his leaving, the natural sadness of 
heart, not knowing that he should ever 
return, is not to be pitied for his let- 
ters since on the field show that his cry- 
ing daily is not just to see his family, but 
for the lost and dying. The presence of 
God is with him in such a way that even 
he himself cannot understand it. Closed 
doors have been opened and God has di- 
rected in a marvelous way. 

I fancy I can hear ministers groaning, 
saying, “Have I suffered as I should for 
you Lord? and have I done my duty? Is 
there not still a greater way chat I can 
help to promote your cause?” Even the 
mothers, who daily have the care of the 
children and the burden of the home, I 
fancy I hear them praying for the mis- 
sionaries. | have another mental picture: 
The washerwoman, even while rubbing 
the clothes, bending under her daily bur- 
den, talking to herself as she works, say- 
ing, “I am going to give part of what

Four Thousand Unite With 
The Church of God 


We have just received a letter from 
Brother Ingram, who is traveling 
through the various countries in interest 
of our mission work he has done in the 
past few months. We are sure that our 
Evangel readers will be pleased to know 
that during these few months approxi- 
mately four thousand people have lined 
up with the Church, which also report 
about thirty-five Sunday Schools, rang- 
ing in attendance from forty to three 
hundred. He appeals to us for prayers and 
funds to take care of this work. While 
the cost of maintaining this work will be 
small compared to its many churches 
and workers, yet we know it will take 
some money. Many other churches are 
talking favorably of uniting with the 
Church of God. It is a long story—we 
can not relate it all here. Brother Ingram 
will have reports in the Evangel from 
time to time. The day he wrote me the 
letter, he had already preached four times 
and expected to preach again that night 
and then leave on the midnight train. 

Below is a paragraph from his letter: 
“I cannot understand it—the power of 
God has been so upon me that I can 
hardly sleep or eat, and He has brought 
me through the dreadful climate with 
hundreds of people dying with cholera, 
etc.; others eaten up with Jeprosy. Every 
spirit of division and discord has been 
swept aside. People laid down their hoes 
and plows and left their shops, walking 
four miles to the meeting. We can’t find 
buildings anywhere to hold the crowds. 
People sit for hours with their eyes fixed 
upon us, drinking in the truth, as one 
after another rises under the anointing of 
the Holy Ghost. There are usually 600 to 
700 in the annual meetings. Had about 
600 gathered in and about a little out- 
station to-day. I can’t get any time for 
anything except talk with the people, 
pray for them and shake hands with 
them. People of all classes, high and low, 
are seeking the Lord. He has thoroughly 
broken me up, I can’t do anything but 
cry, it seems.” 

He states that five churches have 
united with the Church of God. He is 
also receiving many letters from different 
places, especially from Africa, asking for 
help and to come their way and explain 
to them the Church of God. A great 
stir seems to be on all over the world, 
and he can never fill all the calls.

Many singers and 
musicians sang and played until it seemed 
the heavens rang and the people certainly 
joined in the praises of the Lord.

Observatory Progression 


A number of years ago some of God’s 
noble men visualized a Florida camp 
meeting, which, if perpetuated from year 
to year, would be a drawing chord to 
thousards of earnest men and women de- 
sirous of that spiritual help which is the 
only solution of our earthly and spiritual 
problems and is the only cure for the 
world’s ills. 


Since such a meeting was a great need, 
these men responded by selecting a spot 
between the cities of Tampa and Braden- 
ton, Fla. that was covered with oaks, en- 
twined by that beautiful Spanish moss 
which is a special feature in the natural 
attractiveness of this great common- 
wealth. This, they felt, was an appro- 
priate place for the Sanctuary of the 
great Church of God in Florida—a place 
of quietness and serene spiritual repose, 
surrounded by orange groves and breasted 


‘network of water pipe running 
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by the Lake Wimauma, an ideal spot to 
learn of Him, who over two thousand 
years ago sat by the Lake Galilee and 
meted out His love and virtue to thou- 
sands who stepped aside to commune 
with Him, and who also laid the foun- 
dation for the greatest of earth’s institu- 
tions, The Church of God. 


These brethren with godly courage 
and zest purchased a fivt-acre plot at 
this location and with hand and heart 
laid the foundation for a rough, crude 
tabernacle and later announced the first 
Wimauma camp meeting, which was at- 
tended by a few God-fearing men and 
women, who after seeking for that glori- 
ous refreshing of which Isaiah spoke, 
arose with faces clouded by the ground 
on which they had prayed but with the 
glory of the celestial world shining 
through as they were actuated by the 
Holy Ghost who spoke with great ut- 
terance, 


That was the beginning, but the God 
who had directed all along the line 
fanned the people of Florida with the 
camp meeting spirit until it became ne- 
cessary to enlarge the place of God, to 
lengthen the cords and strengthen the 
stakes. So God’s people still responded 
and bought an adjoining five acres and 
erected an adequate and spacious taber- 
nacle with elevated floor and rostrum, 
and seated it to accommodate many more 
hundreds of people. This property which 
cost thousands of dollars is free from 
debt. I say, “Praise the Lord.” 


Many valuab'e features have been 
added from year to year, but I'll men- 
tion a few that I’ve observed in “1936.” 


When I arrived at the camp ground 
about two weeks ago I noticed seven 
nice new camp cottages and a new din- 
ing room which is valued at one thou- 
sand dollars, a new barber shop, some 
new rooms in the old tabernacle, and a 
new storage room. It was also gratifying 
to know that the management under the 
efficient direction of our state overseer, 
who is due much credit for the progress 
of the work, had made a contract with 
the Florida Power and Light Company to 
extend their services to the camp ground. 
This was a major improvement as we 
have better lights and are no longer an- 
noyed by the motors that ran the water 
pump and Delco system. There is also a 
under 
ground from the tank over the camp 
ground and many cottages have city wa- 
ter conveniences in their cottages as well 
as electric lights. So we say, “See what 
God hath wrought.” 


Several have painted and repaired their 
cottages since last year and others are 
planning to build by next year. We’re 
glad to say that with these great strides

of progression the Holy Triune God has 
walked with us and His Spirit is fanning 
the sails. 


It seems that this has been the great- 
est meeting ever held on these grounds. 

Plan now to attend the next meeting 
if Jesus tarries, and you'll leave with the 
same feeling that we have as we return 
to our posts of duty. Certainly the duty 
of these precious pioneers has been real- 
ized and the end is not yet. When they 
see the thousands that have been the re- 
cipients of the blessings that their faith 
has afforded, it will make heaven just a 
little brighter for them.
